Fairfax stable's Hypasia. 
T here was a 
good start when liie tiag fell, w ith Bessie 
June lirst to show, Strideaway second, 
A lm a third, idutins fourth, and Vera fifth. 
Strideaway at once took the track, and 
at

pole she 
led 
half 
a 
length, w ith 
Bessie 
June second, 
a half length in front of Hypasia, Matins 
fourth. Before reaching the half-m ile pole, 
along th e back stretch, Vera stumbled and 
fell, 1 er jockey escaping unhurt.

Tho Juvenile stakes, for foals of 1883— 
for stallions that have never beaten 2:30 at 
three years old or under, value $1,050— 
was contested by the Patchen Stock F arm ’s 
b. c. Sunrise Patchen and the Glenview 
Stock Farm 's b. c. Nutbreaker. Sunrise 
Patchen won in two straight heats—best 
tim e 2:30. 
The stakes for foals of 1884, valued at 
$750, was a walk-over for C. L. H am ilton's 
b. c. Chimes. Time, 2:48}. 


Proposed Turf Reform . 


N e w Y o r k , September 21st.—The sport­ 
ing editor of the M ail and Kxjirtst says : 
“ Let us have less racing, but have it of 
better quality. 
Slake the purses large 
enough to induce every turfm an to run his 
horse for the money. 
Do not arrange races 
for such absurd conditions, as regards 
weight, that a horse worth $500 is placed 
on an equal footing with a horse worth 
$1,000. 
if there m ust be selling races, let 
the lowest selling proceeds be $2,000, and 
m atch conditions. 
Arrange it >o that no 
contestant carries less than ten pounds of 
his weight for age. The result of this pol­ 
icy would be to extinguish the small-fry 
owners, who are a curse to the turf. T h ey . 
care nothing about im proving the breeds of 
ho rses; they have no am bition beyond 
running a race or two and forming plans to 
swindle the public. Nut one of these men 
own a first-class horse. 
Most of them are 
cast-outs from society, and most of their 
h : r i- are. cast-outs front 
big 
stables. 
Racing has become a lottery—it has ceased 
to be a sport. The public is growing tired. 
Men w ith large stables are becoming dis­ 
gusted, n'td radical measures are necessary 
to prevent the turf from sinking in the es­ 
tim ation of those who do the most toward 
its support.” 
C om ing H o rse Sates. 
N ew Y ork, September 21st.—W ithin the 
next week's racing, men and owners of 
iarge stud farms will be busily engaged in 
adding new stock to their establishments. 
Three large and im portant sales are to be 
held in this vicinity. One is the sale of 
the entire racing stud of Commodore K itt­ 
son, another the weeding-out sale of Dwyer 
Brothers' large stable, while the m ost im ­ 
portant is the sale of the entire stables of 
Pierre Lorrillanl. The latter will be the 
largest sale of its kind ever had in this 
country. The sale of Dwyer Brothers is 
first on the list. 
In all, 17 colts and lidies 
will be brought to the ham m er. 


Eastern Fruit P ests. 
R eading (Pa.), September 21st.—Local 
entomologists are worrying their wits over 
the voracious and obnoxious caterpillars 
that are ram pant in this section. The city 
and country suffer alike from their depre­ 
dations, which have now become so exten­ 
sive and general that it is becoming a seri­ 
ous question how to exterm inate them . 
Scarcely an inch long, the little worms 
come by millions, strip each twig and 
branch of its leaves, and lestoon them 
with cobwebs. Trees, vines and shrubbery 
are in m any cases completely denuded. In 
the city handsome shade trees have been 
rttir.ed for the season by the pests. 
In the 
country fruit trees are "ruthlessly stripped, 
particularly the apple, pear, plum and 
quince. Some think their increase is due 
to the decrease of the sparrows, which fed 
upon them .

‘POLITICAL BALANCING.'’ 


“Resolved, We are in favor of liberal 
wages and free labor.” 
So runs the I >cm- 
ocratic platform. 
Well, who is not in 
favor of liberal wages and free labor? 
If 
any human agency ever has been opposed 
to them it is the Democratic party. From 
the day of its birth to this day of its de­ 
generacy it has lieen the party that has 
bolstered an aristocracy, based upon invol­ 
untary servitude and contempt fur “poor 
white trash.”

The 20,000 men in line, the soldiers, the 
bands, the young ladies in white, tlie city 
officials, in fact all presentable St. Louis, 
to say nothing of the richly-uniformed 
live thousand of the Knights Templar, 
“ didn’t ” parade yesterday. 
It was all ou 
account of the rain—the heavy, pene­ 
trating, unsympathetic, unpitying, pelting 
rain. And so the great parade, for which 
s i I>,000 had been expend*»! and seven 
miles of streets elaborately decorated, and 
great stands and canopies and spectacular 
Imoths erected, was abandoned, and all St. 
Louis went in doors sorely disappointed. 
Indeed the moneyed loss is heavy, for 
many people had invested largely in the 
way of supplying refreshments. There is 
but one .State in the Union where a great 
parade can be announced with perfect 
safety from interference by cloudy precipi- 
itation, ami that is California. 
We may 
well boast and hug our-elves in self-gratu- 
lation when we read of the disappointed 
half million of people in St. Louis. Cali­ 
fornians invariably picnic here without 
umbrellas or overcoats and rubbers, which 
is more than can be said by the people of 
any other part of the country. 


1’olt every foreigner in the United States 
there are six and a half native-born citi­ 
zens. Of the foreign born it Lsafact most of 
tlieir children and childrens’ children be­ 
come as thoroughly good American citi­ 
zens as those who find their foreign ex­ 
traction, a> we all do. several generations 
more distant.

RAILROAD EXTENSION. 


St . I.oi r~, Septem ber 21st.—St. Ijouis had 
arrayed herself in holiday attire for the 
first day of the Tw enty-third Triennial 
Conclave of the K nights T em plar of Amer­ 
ica. T he city, its business men and pri­ 
vate citizens had vied with each other in 
decorating their buildings and residences, 
and the rem it was most pleasing. 
Along 
the proposed line of the parade the fronts 
o f the business and m unicipal buildings 
were hidden with their decorations of flag-', 
bearing appropriate inscriptions, emblems 
and mottoes and various colored bunting 
draped in a graceful and fantastic manner. 
tt.UK SPOILS IT ALL, 
Last night the sky was clear, and tlie 
prospect for a fine parade was bright. But 
this m orning a damp, northeast wind was 
blowing at considerable velocity. 
At S 
o’clock a cold, steady wind set in. As early 
as 5:00 a. m. squads, companies and Coui- 
manderies, m any of them accompanied by 
bands of music, could be seen hurriedly 
m arching toward the rendezvous. They 
who started thither early in the m orning 
were more fortunate 
than 
tlieir tardy 
brethren, who at 8:20 were proceeding to 
their 
appointed 
places 
with drooping 
plumes and dripping uniforms. The early 
m orning trains were all on time, and de­ 
posited m any Commanderies who have 
cotue to tlie Conclave from points near St. 
Louis, and they proceeded immediately to 
their positions. 
At 8:30 the first gun di­ 
recting the Commanderies to form, was 
fired, and the side streets leading into the 
m ain thoroughfare v. erc alive with Knights 
who were to participate in the parade, 
hurrying to their positions, and soon after­ 
ward ail were ready to join their divisions. 
As the tim e passed on, the ram fell heavier 
and heavier, tili tlie streets had become 
sopping wet, and at !> o'clock tlie prospects 
fur clearing up were not at all bright. 
THE PARADE AUANDOSED. 
A few m inutes later J. R. Parsons, Com­ 
m ander-in-chief of the Commanderies, is­ 
sued an order abandoning the parade. The 
order was communicated to the faithful 
Knights, who bad been standing in tlie 
rain, and they broke ranks shortly, disap­ 
pointed at not b ung able to parade, but 
very willing to get iu out of the wet. 
Dis­ 
appointm ent at the abandonm ent of the 
parade was keenly show n in every quarter. 
"A mere postponement would not suffice, 
as the rules of our order permit a parade 
only as an escort to tne Grand Encam p­ 
m ent, and as that tody m ust meet at the 
appointed time to-day, the rain absolutely 
prevented a parade at this Conclave,” said 
Com m ander-in-chitf Parsons. 
DECORATIONS RUINED. 
To the tens of thousands of spectators 
who had begun to crowd tlie streets along 
the proposed route of the procession, the 
disaj ¡ointm ent was almost as great as to 
tlie Knights. The decorations were tor., 
and drabbled, while the heavy w ind which 
accompanied the rain tore m any from their 
bearings, and by 10 o’clock the spectacle 
was anything but a beautiful and enliven­ 
ing one. In every quarter the stores, door­ 
ways and every ¡dace offering the slightest 
shelter from the driving wind and rain 
were crowded with wet. bedraggled and 
thoroughly disgusted m en, women and 
children, and K nights and civilians. The 
hotel lobbies and the various headquarters 
were thronged w ith K nights aud tlieir 
friends bewailing the m isfortune of the 
m orning. 
Not only was the abandonm ent 
of the parade m ade necessary, but tlie con­ 
tinuing of the storm rendered a repetition 
of the friendly calls, with which yesterday 
was occupied, impossible. 
Everybody was 
disappointed and disgusted. 
A BRIUHTEU OUTLOOK. 
About 2 o’clock the sky began to clear, 
and the visiting Templars who had been 
imprisoned in their quarters by tlie ele­ 
ments, emerged and spread themselves 
over central portions of the city. The ex­ 
cursion on tlie river was quite liberally 
patronized, and m any fraternal rails were 
exchanged between Commanderies. 
By 
nightfall the sky was perfectly clear, and 
the weather had acquired all those desir­ 
able qualities which wcie conspicuously 
absent in the morning. 
The tem perature 
was not 
uncomfortably 
low, 
and the 
drenching w h ich -the pavements hud re­ 
ceived in the m orning rendered them al­ 
most perfect for marching, which began 
even before the fall of darkness. There 
was no set programme for the night, but 
all Commanderies kept open house, and 
the m arching to and fro of bands and Com- 
inanderies was incessant. 
Late this after­ 
noon it was determined to give a grand pa­ 
rade on Thursday morning, starting at 11 
o'clock. To-morrow will be 
AN INTERESTIN'!! DAY 
Of the Conclave. The programme calls for 
a grand display drill at the F airgrounds 
by visiting Commanderies and a concert by 
visiting bands, under the direction of Gil­ 
more. It is expected that 2,000 instrum ents 
will be massed in concert and played as 
one band. The entire day will be put in 
at the Fair grounds, and the evening will 
be given up to an illum ination of streets 
and to receptions at the ditlereut headquar­ 
ters. 
O PEN IN G OF T IIE SESSION. 
The Grand Encampm ent began its ses­ 
sion at 12:30. being presided over by Sir 
Knight Charles Roome, of New York city, 
K. E. L). G. M., in the absence of Sir Knight 
Robert Enoch W ithers, M. E. G. M., who 
was too ill to leave his room at the hotel. In 
opening the public meeting M ayor David 
Francis di livered the address of welcome 
on behalf of the city, which was responded 
to by Deputy Grand Master Roome. On 
behalf of "the Missouri Grand Command- 
erv an address of welcome was presented 
by Sir Kniglit Jos. S. Browne, Grand Com­ 
mander, and also briefly responded to by 
Deputy Grand Master Roome. At the con­ 
clusion of these prelim inaries, at 1 o'clock, 
the Encam pm ent went im o secret session 
to listen to the address and reports of offi­ 
cers. 
CRAN'D MASTER'S REPORT. 
In executive session the first business 
was the reading of the report of Grand 
Master W ithers. This report covered only 
that period from his appointm ent in 1SS3 
to Ju n e 1. 1885, at which tim e his accept­ 
ance of the Consul-Gencralship to Hong 
Kong necessitated the delegation of tlie 
powers of the Grand Master to Y. E. 
Charles Roome. Deputy Grand Master. 
After reciting the routine proceedings, ref­ 
erence is made, under the discussion of 
foreign reiations. to the question at issue 
with the <treat Priory of Canada, which 
was finally referred to the special commit­ 
tee appointed to-day. 
The report states 
that Josiau 11. D rum m ond has prepared a 
digest of decisions of the Grand Master, as 
approved and modified by the Grand E n­ 
cam pm ent, and decisions of the Grand E n­ 
cam pm ent in 1>n0 and 1884. 
Thirteen 
Commanderies were constituted, chiefly in 
the Northwestern ¡states and Territories, 
Dakota coming in for the largest share. 
The country is congratulated on the com­ 
pletion* of the W ashington M onum ent; 
while the fact is deplored that so few con­ 
tributions have been received for the m onu­ 
m ent to Garfield. 
The Grand M aster rec­ 
om mends the substitution of the Past 
Grand Master for Deputy Grand Master on 
the Printing Committee, and the employ­ 
m ent of a Private Secretary for the Grand 
Master. 
He also recommends that the 
bonds of Grand Treasurer and Grand Re­ 
corder be reduced to the am ount of $10.000 
each. The report closes with general felici­ 
tations on tlie progress of the Order. 
General Roome, acting Grand Master, 
recommends that matters of State and lo­ 
cal import be left to the Grand Command- 
ertes. and not to the Grand Encampment. 
This is the point of conflict between mem­ 
bers of tlie iattcr body, and if they shall 
decide it, the Grand Master predicts that its 
present session will be one of the most iru- 
|K>rtant in the history of the American 
Templars.

I t having been hinted that tlie presence 
of C. P. H untington in San Francisco was 
due to the intention ot the Southern Pacific 
to build a large num ber of branch lines as 
feeders to tlie main lines, the Post sought 
definite inform ation about the proposed 
extensions from Colonel Chas. F . Crocker. 
“ The public expectation is generally 
raised ton high 011 the subject of railroad 
building,” said Mr. Crocker. “ A know l­ 
edge of th e expense and difficulty of rail­ 
road engineering is obliterated by a re­

Because a sur­ 
vey is m ade and grading started at two 
ends of a route, the interested people along 
the line of survey are apt to imagine that 
the work is 10 lie pushed to a completion 
as speedily as possible, regardless of ex­ 
pense and necessity. People trace tlie line 
on tlieir nice, plain maps and overlook the 
rugged m ountains and deep gorges which 
clog the path of the construction force. 
They fail, also, to take into consideration 
the readiness of the territory for a railroad 
that could be profitably operated, and are 
ant to imagine that the construction forces 
of a railroad company are illimitable. Ex­ 
pectation is often raised so high that disap­ 
pointm ent is inevitable, and for that reason 
I do not like to speak of lines which, while 
projected and partially advanced to-day, 
may have to be abandoned in a few m onths 
because means become short or a more 
favorable route ¡iresents itself.

Southern Pacific Company has felt the im ­ 
portance of 
ESTABLISHING SHORT BRANCH LINES 
Along the sm all valleys as feeders to its 
main line, b u t it m ust not be overlooked 
that just now its construction forces are 
fully taxed. 
People do not seem to under­ 
stand that the work on the California and 
fregón route is of tlie iieaviest character, 
and that a very large force of men is now 
at work 011 it. 
We have a very large force 
at work, too, on the extension of the north­ 
ern division to Paso Robles, and another 
large force at wo-k on tlie Soledad end of 
that route, but whether those two ends will 
be connected as quickly as tlie work can 
be pushed through involves ver,’ serious 
consideration, for between tlie two lies a 
mountain range which presents engineer­ 
ing difficulties besides which the pass of 
Tehachepi was an easy piece of work, and 
the line from Colfax to Truckee compara­ 
tively plain sailing. The am ount of filling 
and tunnelling to be done there is enor­ 
mous, and the question, " Is it justifiable 
under the circumstances?-' never fails to 
obtrude itself in all the company's calcula­ 
tions, even though the ultim ate comple­ 
tion of the road is never to be doubted. 
Tlie eitension to Paso lloblfs will pay 
working expenses as soon as it is opened, 
and at the other end there is a magnificent 
valley with a soil and climate eqnai to Los 
Angeles that cannot fail to produce large 
crops as soon as adequate transportation 
facilities are provided. 
In a general way 
I may say that there can be no doubt of 
this company's desire to ' build several 
branches feeders in the great San Joaquin 
valley. No special routes have yet been 
decided upon, but the advantages of several 
have been discussed. There is a fine wheat 
country between Modesto and Cox Ferry 
that a line would open up, and it m ight he 
practicable to extend 
A I;RANCH FROM SYCAMORE CITY 
Up towards the mountains, stopping when 
the heavy grade was reached and waiting 
until the increase of business made the 
further extension possible. Such a line we 
now have from Berenda. 
Then, too, cer­ 
tain extensions from the neighborhood of 
Willows north to Mendocino and the Lake 
district, with a possible future line to the 
northern coast, have been suggested, but 
nothing definite has been done.

In ad­ 
dition to the performance as heretofore 
given, the Hnssar band has kindly volun­ 
teered its services for the occasion, and will 
render some of its choicest and special se­ 
lections at intervals during the evening. In 
this connection it may be stated that it has 
been the earnest purpose of the committee 
to seenre for the Charleston nnfortnnates

T h e D e a d Id eu titied . 
On Saturday, the 11th of this month, the 
body of an unknown man was found float- 
ng in the Sacramento, several miles south 
of this city, on the Yolo side. No one 
identified the body, but the minute descrip­ 
tion of the deceased published in the 
ÜEcoRD-lTmoN led to his identification. 
Justice Scully, of Washington, who held 
the inquest, has ascertained by letters from 
J. H. Hacke, proprietor of the Parker Ho­ 
tel at Winters, that deceased's name was J. 
L. Gilcrest; that for some time he was pro­ 
prietor of a saloon in the town of Winters. 
He was for a time a partner of Mr. Hacke, 
the latter buying him out some two years 
ago. At that time he received $1,500 in 
cash. He had spent all his money, had 
been 11 broke” lor a number of months, and 
came to be looked upon as a kind of pro­ 
fessional bummer. The last seen of him 
was near the water front, in this city. Be­ 
fore he left Winters he told parties with 
whom he was acquainted tbat be contem­ 
plated suicide. 
His clothing was identi­ 
fied, and a cabinet-sized photograph of de­ 
ceased, 3ent to the Coroner, leaves no doubt 
in the mind of that official as to his iden­ 
tity. He has a brother who is reputed to 
be quite wealthy, the proprietor of a large 
dairy at Half Moon Bay.*

This 
is one of the most regular paying mines in 
the State, is easily anti cheaply worked, and 
lias proved a veritable bonanza to its own­ 
ers. 
it is showing better ore now than on 
any of the upper levels. 
J. W. Hodgkin A Co., of the Pyramid 
mine, have bonded the celebrated Gray 
mine on < ¡ray's Flat, four miles northwest 
of Shingle Springs, and have commenced 
operations on a large scale. This is one of 
the most celebrated mines in the section. 
Several fortunes have been taken out of it, 
and the mine never has been systematically 
worked. The miners seent to have only 
coyoted out tiie rich pockets, and left the 
main body of ore. Some of the pockets, 
or rich spots in the ledge, paid as high as 
$30.'*00 to the ton.

Judge Reardon, of San Francisco, lias 
rendered the following decision in the case 
of Carrie L. Lucky vs. the Grand Lodge of 
the Ancient Order of United Workmen. It 
will be interesting not only to members of 
that Order, but of others that furnish life 
insurance for members ; " It appears that 
W. L. Lncky relied upon the promise of a 
prominent member of Valiev Lodge, of the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen, that 
his dues should be paid before a delin­ 
quency, which would require his re-examin­ 
ation by a medical officer. Any successful 
re-examination by the medical officer was 
out of the question, as lie was suffering 
from an incurable disease—Bright’s disease 
of the kidneys. The promise of the promi­ 
nent member of the Valley Lodge was not 
kept and Lucky became delinquent. Subse­ 
quently he made eff orts to pay bis dues, 
but an appeal from the Valley Lodge to the 
Grand Lodge resulted in a declaration by 
the Grand Lodge that he could not rein­ 
state himself without passing the re-exam­ 
ination by the medical officer. Regarding 
the Valley Lodge as subordinate to the 
Grand Lodge, as its agent, and as drawing 
its ¡aw and authority therefrom, any action 
which the Valley Lodge might take in con­ 
travention of the declarations and dicta­ 
tions of the Grand Lodge would be nuga 
ton- as to the reinstatement of the deceased 
Lucky. For this reason, while the claim is 
a difficult one, and one appealing to the 
charily of the Order for recognition, this 
Court cannot step within the halls of the 
Order and lay down another and different 
law from that to which the members have 
bound themselves. 
The Court is therefore 
compelled, in the present instance, to give 
judgment f r the defendant, at the same 
lime going out of its way to recommend 
the plaintiff to the charitable and equitable 
consideration as well of the Grand Lodge as 
of the Valiev Lodge, of the Ancient Order 
ol United Workmen.”

m iles of such railroad situated in this Htate, an d 
used in m aking such earnings, bears t o " he 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by th e use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade.
